Remarks 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office Action mailed July 10, 2009. 
Claims 22, 24-29 and 31-35 were pending in the Application prior to the outstanding Office Action. In the 
Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 31-35. The present Reply cancels claims 31-35, leaving for 
present consideration claims 22 and 24-29. 

Claim Rejections - Rejection under 35 USC §102
